OFFICIALS SIGN PROTEST

———

Varoius County Officers and Members of
Legislature Make Protest Against the
Coming of Troops—Govemor Goes ta
Renp to Meet Troops

—

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 6.—Five com-
panies of the 22nd infantry, stationed
at Fort McDowell, of this city, and four

rompanies of the same regiment at Mon-
terey, were despatelie to Goldfleld today
by Brigadier-General Funston, command-
ing the Department of California, in
compliance with orders from the War
Department late last gight. The troops
were ordered into the big mining camp
by Roosevelt in response to the appeal
ux;unvrnw Jobn Sparks, of - Nevada,
whd apprebends serious trouble as the
mesult of the strike of miners and at-
tempt to open the mines with non-union
labor. The San Franeisco troops were
delayed two hours as the result of a
freight wreck near Davisville, Wire com-
munications with Goldfield are inter-
rupted by a storm, but it is reported
good order prevails.

Rations were taken for 30 days. The
troops are supplied with Sibley shelter
tents. Each soldier is provided with 200
ronnds of ammunition.

GOLDFIELD, Dec. 6.—Intense but
suppressed excitement is manifest in
Goldfield today over the expeeted arrival
of the troops at Goldfield camp tomor-
mw. The miners' union was well filied
all day and crowds gathered abouf. No
demonstration was made to speak of,
though some excitement was caused by
hot-heads boMsing of what they would
do when the troops arrive, The miners
thought the talk of troops was & bluff
and are unprepared for the actuality of
their coming. Sheriffl Ingalls and his
force are disgruntled at their coming.
The sherifl disappeared this afternoon
and his whereabouts is unkmown. The
sheriff and his foree have been charged
by the mine owners' association with
being too friendly to the minors. He is
one of the gwiers of the largest saloon
and gambling houses in Goldfiekl which
is largely patronized by miners, Last
spring, during the strike, hundreds of
miners were sworn as deputy sheriffs
and armed. It is because of this mis-
trust the wine owners appealed to the
Governor direct. It is reported that a
permanent garrison will be established
at Guldfiell.
